Qeorge Stephenson was born June 

Otb, 1781, in the little village of 
Wyhmi. Durham. England. He was 
the second of a family of six children, 
all of whom were dependent on the 

exertions of the father, Robert Ste- 
phenson, who was fireman to a shaft 
engine in a coal pit, and. of course, 
received very small wages. The 
colliers of the north of England are a 
migrating race. As soon as the coal 
is exhausted in one pit, they go to an- 
other. The Stephensons removed to 
Denley Burn when George was about 
eight years old, and here he got cm 
ployment as a cowherd at the niagni 
tieent salary of four eenis a day. 
Qeorge wanted to be an engine tirc- 
inan like his father, and at length 
was engaged as assistant fireman at 
the Denley pit, at a salary of twenty- 
four cents a day. He neglected no 
opportunity of making himself 
thoroughly familiar with ihe duties 
of the engine-room. He studied 
machinery, night and day, until he 
he knew the use of every part. At 
the age of fifteen, be became fire- 
man, and shortly afterwards was ap- 
ed engine-man to n colliery. At 
the age of eighteen, he was steady 
and reliable. possessed excellent 
practical information concerning ma- 
chinery, but was completely uneducat- 
ed, not being able either to read or 
write. His tune was occupied with 
the duties of his calling for at least 

twelve -hours of the day ; after that 
he busied himself in bis engine-room, 
taking to pieces and cleaning the 
engine. 

He was ambitious, and felt keenly 
Ins lack of an educat ion. and deter- 
mined to acquire knowledge, cost 
il would. Big as he was, he 

went to the village school, and com- 
menced his A. B, O's like a little 
child. He made good progress, and 
subsequently studied arithmetic, 
mathematics, practical and experi- 
mental philosophy, mechanics, and 
similar subjects with marked sn 
When bo was twenty, be fell in love, 
and. in order to earn sutVieienl money 
to marry, he learned shoemaking, and 
subsequently oteokmaking. After 
remaining awhile in Newcastkvon- 
Tvnc. he removed to Killingworth, 
where his wile died. In 1806, the 
mining districts were greatly depress- 
ed, and it was with dilliculty that 
even an industrious man like Ste 
phenson, could procure sulhYient 
work, lie allowed no means lo go 
untried, lie did all that was to lie 
done at the colliery, repaired and 
made boots and shoes : cleaned and 
repaired clocks and watches ; and 
even, it is said, cut out elothcsJsu- the 
pitmen's wives. 

In 1819. Stephenson was promoted 
to the rank of engine-wright. and had 
the complete control of the Killing- 
worth colliery. He bad devoted a 
-real deal of' attention to railroads, 
then in their infancy, and saw that 
the locomotives, then used, would not 
do ; they were too cumbersome, and 
the wear and tear was too great, and 
Ihe speed accomplished was not great 
enough. He invented a locomotive. 
which was placed on the Killingworth 

Railroad, duly 86, 1814, which drew 

eight loaded carriages of thirty tons 
weight at about four miles an hour. 

>me time bis engine continued 
regularly at work, but many years 

1 before this important dis- 
covery excited even the curiosity of 

the soientifla Stephenson made 

many improvements on it. and at the 
same lime turned his attention to the 
invention of a safety lamp for miners. 
He did not. know that Sir Humphrey 
iged on a similar sub- 
ject, 'and iuvhKui tally hit on a very 
similar idea to Davy's. For this 
lamp Stephenson received one thou 
sand guineas." 

Railroads, up to this period, were 

confined exclusively to the mining 

districts, and their use was restricted 

ihe haulage of coal. Xo one 

dreamed of passenger cars. Some 
ers endeavored to invent a 

locomotive that would draw carriages 
on ordinary road, bul they always 
failed. From the first, Stephenson 

nl that the thing was m 
hie, and maintained that the only 
corrected plan was to construct iron 
train ways as nearly Hat as possible, 
and to use locomotives. He declared, 

BT, that in a few years 
munioation wdbld be maintained 
entirely by these means. His re- 
marks were listened lo wilh indif- 
ference : men went on wasting money 



on locomotives for common roads, 
and for ten years he was, perhaps, 
the only mail in the world who took 
any sustained interest in railroad 
locomotives. A number of gentle- 
men proposed to build a railroad, to 
be worked by horse power from the 
town of Darlington to the town of 
Stockton on the River 'fees. Ste- 
phenson suggested a locomotive, and 
although few believed in its sn 
the projectors consented to give him 
a trial'. On September 27, 1826, 
the Stockton and Darlington Kail- 
road (the first completed railroad in 
the world) was opened, and one of 
Stephenson's engines was tried. 
Attached to the engine was six wagons 
loaded with coal and Hour ; after 
these was the passenger coach. Idled 
with the directors and their friends, 
then twenty-one wagons fitted up 
with temporary seats for passengers, 
and lastly six wagon-loads of coal. 
"The signal being given," says a 
local chronicler. " the engine started 
otT with this immense train of car 
lieges, and such was its velocity thai, 
in some parts, the speed was twelve 
miles an hour : and at that time the 
number of passengers was counted to 
0, which together with the coal, 
merchandise, and carriages, would 
amount to nearly 90 tons." A large 

nger traffic immediately sprang 

up. Other railroads immedialely 
sprang up into existence, the most 
important being the Liverpool and 
Manchester Railroad, of which Ste- 
phenson was the engineer. The plan 
was opposed by the canal proprietors, 
whose business it would injure. 
Referring to Ibis matter, many years 
afterwards. Mr. Stephenson says : 
" The directors of the undertaking 
thought ten miles an hour would be a 
maximum of speed for the locomotive 
engine, and 1 pledged myself to attain 
I hat speed. I said 1 had no doubt 
that the locomotive might be made 
■p to go much faster, lint we had 
better be moderate at the beginning. 
The directors said 1 was quite right, 
for if, when they went to Parliament. 
I talked of going at a greater rate 
than (en miles an hour, 1 should put 
i on the concern ! It was no 
easy task for me to keep the engine 
down to ten miles an hour, but it 
must be done, and I did my best. I 
had to place myself in the most un- 
pleasant of all positions, the witness 
a parliamentary committee, 
I was not, long in it, 1 assure 
before I began to wish for a hole to 
creep out. I could not find words to 
satisfy the committee or myself, el- 
even to make them understand my 
moaning. Some said " He 
foreigner." " No." others replied, 
"he's mad." But 1 put myself up 
with every rebuff, and went on with 
my plans, determined not to be pat 
down." 

The majority of the stockholders 
were still in favor of stationary 
engines and horse power, but urged 

phenson and his friends. 
rented to offer a prim of live hun- 
dred pounds for the best locomotive. 
The trial came otT October 6, 18*9, 
and Stephenson's locomotive won the 
prize. Stephenson's career had fairly 
commenced. He was recognized as the 
first railroad engineer in the world. 
Orders for locomotives came from all 
parts of the world, and his shops were 
crowded wilh busy artisans. lie died 
August 13, ISIS.

i snc trait of the average 
deaf-mute is exaggeration. If an occur- 
rence ia being described, it is usually 
the babit to exaggerate a little in or 
der to make the account more inte- 
ting. When an artist paints a pic 
ture from nature, if it be a landscape, 
generally introduces something to 
fill up the scene, just in the same way 
that a deaf-mute introduces a little 
fiction into bis stories. But there is 
this difference between them, the artist 
does not equal the real scene which be 
is attempting to portray, while the 
story teller overdoes it Very often 
a common occurrence ia related in 
such an overwhelmingly exaggerated 
style aa to make it little short of mira- 
culous. This habit of embellishing 
things so as to take away their true 
character is very wrong as well as 
v<ry foolish. Any one who habitually 
distorts facts, misrepresents conversa- 
tions or magnifies statements, soon be- 
icsout of favor with intelligent and 
truth loving people. He may do 
the wisest at times, but the pi open 
sity for exaggerating will soon cause 
him to be disbelieved by even the most 
credulous. He will be like the boy 
who shouted "wolf so often, when 
there was no wolf, that when the wolf 
did come nobody came to his relief. 
The highest aim in telling any thing 
should be to state it as coiTectly as 
yon know how. If you do this, you 
will never get into trouble or disrepute 
among your friends, and at the 
time you will he unconsciously train- 
your mind to act in a way that 
will be productive of the highest 
satisfaction to yourself as well as to 
everybody with whom you may as- 
sociate.

180 deaf mules have been added to 

the church under the ministration of 
Kev. Mr. Mann. It was mentioned 

in the oral address that the mission 
to the deaf mutes iu New York is tho 



first of the kind in Christendom. The 
concluding part of Mr. Manna re- 
marks to tho mules was interpreted 
by Dr. Gallaudet, and was extremely 
beautiful and touching. 

THURSDAY M0KNINQ SK88ION.

A Hoard ol Directors to provide 
lectures and orations, etc , tor the 
next convention was appointed, and 
consisted of the following gentlemen: 
President Hummer, Secretary Hollo- 
way, and Messrs. Bryant, of Miles, 
Perry Miles, of Marengo, and Geo. 
W. Kvans, of Des Moines. The board 
instructed that Cedar Rapids should 
be the place for holding ihe next con 
venlion, ill two years (in 1884), which 
wvs unanimously passed. 

Mr. Jacob Middleton, the first pu- 
pil educated in Iowa, Iiiih been elected 
orator at the coining convention. At 
this instance several gentlemen offer- 
ed and were trusted to prepare speech- 
es of importance for that convention, 
amid enthusiasm. 

Mr. Nelson said he would like to 

know something to be acted upon in 

regard to sending delegates to the 
National Convention in New York. 

Treasurer Ritchie said that, the 
funds were not enough to meet the 
expenses of sending such; providing 
that Messrs. Booth, Holmes, Russell 
Smith and Prof. Holloway wore prc- 
paiing to attend the National Conven- 
tion themselves, which would have 
been representing Iowa in that, great 
convention [ applause. | 

Prof. Zorbaugh, of the Institutional 
Council Bluffs, made a few remarks to

had been especially a wonder. 

J. W. Barrett, a pupil of this insti- 
tution, had the courage to get on the 
stage and assert that the institution,

in which he said he wished ho could 
destroy or take from the school ihe 
system of articulation. His sole rea- 
son in opposing it was that this sys- 
tem frequently robbed the pupils of 

their time in Studying, and in the 
meantime they had come to think 
they had been made deaf and dumb, 
and need not underlako to recover tho 
sense of hearing. [Applause]. 

Treasurer Kitehio was called up and 
made a report of the funds of the As 
soeiation, and it was found that the 
treasury had thirty dollars in hand. 

Prof. Kennedy, speaking of the 
Iowa Institution, was introduced to 

the Convention, and made a few re- 
marks.

ful deaf-mute teachers now holding 
sponsible positions are lacking in 
many of those requisites which combine 
to make an educated man. 

We do not desire to be understood 
as discouraging this laudable ambi- 
tion.
